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THE LESSONS OF THE ELECTION.

There is no other state in the entire union more
wneertain politically than our own state of Oregon.
The normal republican majority here is fully 20,000
now, out of a total vote of about 102,000, and every
eonnty in the late election gave the state republican
eandidates majorities. In presidential elections some
of the counties have given the demoeratie candidate
majorities, but this year every eounty lines up for
the republicans.

Despite the republican eomplexion of the state,
the voters are decidedly independent, at times refus-
ing to support the nominees for whom the strongest
fight is made. In Multnomah county Daniel Man-
ning is elected distriet attorney over his republican
opponent by 3500 and Tom Word is elected sheriff
by 2200 over Stott, republican. These results were
achieved by the demoerats, notwithstanding that
Judge Thomas O'Day, prominent resident of Port-
land, received about 8000 votes less in his home coun-
ty than were cast for Frank A. Moore, republican
eandidate for justice of the supreme court. The
victory of Manning was clean-cut; Word was sue-
eessful because other aspirants split up the repub-
ican vote.

Here in Clatsop county the republican ticket for
state officers receives something like 650 plurality
over the democratic ticket. The socialist vote
amounts to about 225, and practically all of this
vote would, were there no socialist eandidates, go
to the democrats. The increase in the socialist vote
maintains the normal republican majority. The city
of Astoria cast 802 votes for Williamson, for eon-
gressman, and 452 for Simmons, the plurality being
350. The socialist candidate received 141 votes, the
republican majority being 209,

Despite this republican lead in the eity the demo-
erats carry it for all of their county candidates ex-
eept one. Burns, for representative, received TR
votes and Laws, for representative, 678 wvotes, while
Lester received but 526 and Palmberg but 586, Burns
earries the eity by 201 and Laws by 90, Morton
defeated Linville in the eity by 92 votes, and Allen
led Larson, his republican opponent for commission-
eér, by 65. Heilborn, for treasurer, receiving a plu-

rality in the eounty of over 400, leads Bergman in

the city but 131.

The voters here are evidently not hitterly parti-
gan, This applies to the demoerats as well as to the
republicans, as those who were present at the varions

‘precinets during the progress of the eount well

know. Voters who cast their ballots for the state
demoeratic  eandidates voted against the connty
demoeratic candidates, and enough such ballots were
eounted to bring about the eleetion of Thomas Lin-
ville. . On the other hand, many republicans who
voted the state republican ticket voted also for Mr.
Morton, Mr. Linville's opponent,

The independent element controls eleetions. When
George E. Chamberlain ran for governor on the
demoeratic ticket this element redueed a majority
of more than 700 for T. T, Geer to only 100 for W,
J. Furnish, thereby defeating the republican eandi-
date, who was beaten by 276 votes in the entirve
state,

It is further evident from the vote in Clatsop
eounty that the popularity of eandidates has much
to do with the outcome of the election, and that per-
sonal friendship destroys party lines in most cases,

The outeome of the vote in Clatsop upon the di.
rect primary law is another interesting showing, The
Astorian fought this law with all the foree it could
eommand. The seeretary of the league which futh-
ered the bill discussed the matter with this paper
through its eolumns, and every argunment which he
advanced in its favor was shown to be of no ad-
vantage. Yet the proposal earried by 300 majority.
The only conelusion that could reasonably be reached
ig that the bill would have reeeived about 450 more
votes had it not been for The Astorian’s fight. Still,
where a newspaper makes a stand against a measure
of the kind in a small county like Clatsop, and there
is absolutely no defense of the bill, it seems singular
that the amendment should have been so generously
supported, especially in view of the faet t_hat the
fight against it was absolutely without political sig-
nificance, as the term ‘‘political”’ is generally under-
stood. It is to be presumed, no doubt, that the
woters expected to get eloser to the conduet of polit-

ieal affairs by supporting this measure.
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COUNTING THE COST.

The Japanese loss in killed and wounded in the
swift engagements which resulted in the eapture of
Kin Chow and Nan Shan is reckoned at 8500, That
estimate comes from Jupanese sources, and may be
too small, though there is no reason to suspect a
deliverate purpose to deceive the world in regard to
the number of casualties. The Japanese authorities
have not tried heretofore to make light of such dis-
asters as have befallen them or to belittle the cost of
their successes. On the contrary, they have chosen,
so far as we are able to judge, to let the truth appear
as soon as it has been ascertained. Nevertheless, it
would not be surprising if their loss, especially in
the nine assanlts on the fortified heights of Nan
Shan, exceeded 3500, or if the proportion of deaths
was extraordinarily large. The fact that the Rus
sians held their ground with admirable tengeity
justifies the supposition that they made a thrifty as
well as a resolute use of their defensive resourees.

In eonsideration of what it cost the Japanese to
achieve their object, some distant crities are disposed
to condemn the operation. Nor is that unnatural.
The human mind is so constituted that the thought
of a deluge of blood poured out in a few hours is
more distressing than the contemplation of an equal
destruetion of life by slower processes, attended, per-
haps, by prolonged suffering. If the Japanese had
captured Kin Chow and Nan Shan after two or three
weeks of intermittent fighting, at an even greater
eost, those to whom last week’s short, sharp and de-
cisive actions seem eruelly wasteful would very like-
ly feel not merely that the result was invaiuahle, but
that it had been economically obtained. Censure of
the course pursued by the Japanese after a valid eal-
culation of what was possible to such valor and per-
sistency as theirs refleets a humane sentiment, but it
is not logical. If they had failed, then indeed it
would have been reasonable to find fault with orders
which involved a useless slaughter. But they sue-
ceeded, they saved much precious time and they pre-
sumptively created an impression on the minds of
the enemy from which they may fairly hope to de-
rive advantage hereafter,

General Grant justified the bloodshed of his
Wilderness eampaign by the practical results which
it produced, and deemed it irrational to deseribe as
““butchery’’ operations which, in his opinion, were
less prolifie of suffering and less destructive of mili-
tary resourees, ineluding human life, than a long
campaign which might have aecomplished the same
ultimate result would have been. His judgment has
not been universally approved by military crities,
